mately a million acres were purchased. Although they 
started with high hopes, the project never got off the 
ground. The French showed no disposition to leave 
France, even when confronted with the prospect of 
being guillotined. Those who did come to America 
vastly preferred the salons of Philadelphia to sweating 
over a plow in four backwater Pennsylvania counties. 

A town, Asylum, was founded in 17 795 but ceased to 
grow after 1796. By that time Robespierre and the 
Terror had been overthrown and the Directory had 
issued a blanket pardon to most former aristocrats. 
Asylum became a ghost town after 1806 but the com 

pany’s tangled affairs continued under a new charter 
well into the 19th century. This has historically been 
among the rarest of 18th century certificates.

Auguste Chouteau (1750-1829) helped choose the 
site and found the city of St. Louis in 1763, when he 
was just 13 years old. Chouteau served as a clerk for 
his “stepfather,” Pierre Laclede, before their journey 
northward from his birthplace, New Orleans. The 
men wintered downriver from St. Louis at Fort de 
Chartres. On February 14, 1764 Chouteau returned 
to the site, leading a party which felled the first timber, 
cleared the first land and built the first structures in 
St. Louis. Pierre Laclede made Auguste Chouteau a 
full business partner in the 1770s. 

Chouteau came to be respected by Indian leaders as a 
truthful and fair negotiator. The fur trade remained 
his major business but he also branched out into retail 
merchandising, real estate and banking. Generally, Au- 
guste was the businessman who managed the family fi- 
nances in St. Louis, while his half-brother Pierre 
Chouteau, Sr. negotiated directly with the Indians and 
served in the field. 

Chouteau and his family assisted Lewis and Clark to 
prepare for their expedition in the winter of 1803- 
1804. In 1816 Chouteau announced his retirement, 
although it took him many years to settle his accounts. 
Auguste Chouteau had one of the most extensive li- 
braries in colonial St. Louis (over 600 books), includ- 
ing the works of Bacon, Descartes, Locke, Frederick 
the Great, Montesquieu, Rousseau and Voltaire.

Zion’s Co-Opera- 
tive Mercantile Institution, also known as ZCMI, 
dates back to October 16, 1867. The organization 
was established at Brigham Young’s demand, which 
conformed with long standing Church policy aimed at 
making Mormons economically independent of gen- 
erally ‘hostile Gentile (non-Mormon) inhabitants. 
There had been a number of co-operative stores be- 
fore, but this was certainly the largest. Its charter pro- 
vided for capital of $3 million dollars, divided into 
shares of $100 each. Sales were slow, and by 1870 
there were only 1990 shares sold among 600 share- 
holders. Alarmingly, four people ow ned no less than 
1772 of the shares, leaving 218 shares to be distrib- 
uted among the nearly 600 others. Since the whole 
purpose of establishing the co-operative was to sell 
goods uniformly throug shout Utah at the lowest cash 
prices, free of Gentile ‘competition, it was apparent 
that the firm was not achieving its goal. Even so, 80 
or so other co-operatives were set up in towns outside 
Salt Lake City. To get around this problem, all mer- 
chants, Mormon or otherwise, were invited to sub- 
scribe their inventories in lieu of cash for stock. Some 
$450,000 was raised in this manner despite Gentile 
objections. Branches were opened in four other cities, 
and to stretch capital, about $20,000 of co-operative 
currency was put out. When United States money be- 
came more available (and to avoid a clash with the 
Federal laws OBIS private scrip) the co-opera- 

tive currency was gradually withdrawn. (photo)

kets, because they are amongst the oldest share certfi- 

cates, having been issued in 1723. signed by famous

Not only is the mint itself found to be alluring by 
even the most novice of collector, but the fact that 
coin production was often times minuscule, with sur- 
vival rates for many pieces being in the low hundreds 
helps secure their popularity. The current offering has 
seen brief circulation with nearly full detail left in the 
devices. Up close inspection shows remnants of luster 
within the protected devices, and as one would expect 
numerous marks have been left in the surfaces due to 
years of coin to coin contact in pockets and registers. 
For the collector that appreciates a true piece of Amer-

At the time a similar effort was made, almost two weeks since a letter from the 
Head Quarters of the Army of the Potomac advised me in substance that Surgeon Bell 
could remain with me. What has caused the change. I do hope that you will use your 
influence to prevent this removal...”

Collection: Siege of Ladysmith A most unusual group of autograph and ephemeral 
items from within the British-held town as Afrikaaner troops laid siege over four months 
in late 1899 and early 1900. A major event in the Second Boer War, the siege ended when 
British troops broke through enemy lines and liberated Ladysmith on February 28. 

Includes an Original Drawing, unsigned, 4.3” x 7”, a mock advertisement for “Chevril,” 
based on an ad for the cattle-based extract Bovril (contemporary example present). The 
original advertisement showed three oxen drinking at a river. The Chevril “ad” shows a 
nearly identical scene, with three horses watering, for the extract was made from starving 
horses, the only meat source left as the siege wore on. Tipped to a larger sheet. With two 
other OD, unsigned. The first, in pencil, shows two miniature scenes drawn in 1.25” cir- 
cles on an irregular 3.5” x 4.5” sheet: Fort Mary, from the First Boer War, and the East 
Blockhouse from the Second Boer War, both in Lydenburg. The second, in ink, on a 
slightly irregular oblong 8vo sheet, shows a refugee camp at Middleburg in the Transv aal, 

1901. With the mocking legend, “The cream of Middleburg! - all the noblest families of 
the Transvaal! Full of courage! - & SO fat!” beneath a rendering of a half-dozen or so 
impoverished men within a guarded pen, with scores of ladies outside the pen, weeping. 
With a pair of Postcards of identical design commemorating the siege and printed dur- 
ing it. On recto, they read “Subject to letter rates / Stamps unobtainable during the siege” 
and sport at upper left a caricature of a Boer firing a “Long Tom” cannon from the hill 
“Bulwana” |sic| and intrepid British troops responding at lower right. On verso is an 
image of the town hall spire with cannonball damage and at top a depiction of Ladysmith 
and the hills around it from which the Afrikaaners fired down upon her. One card has a 
tongue-in-cheek Autograph Menu, unsigned, with fare such as “Soup / Eau chaud - a 
la boiled Trek Ox. Entree / 1/8 @une biscuit de chien / ...Vegetables / Grass (only when 
in season). Sweet / 1/2 oz of Sugar a day...” The other card is postmarked Ladysmith, 
March 1, 1900, the day after the town was liberated. With a One Pound Note in 
Afrikaans, issued by the Republic of south Africa, Pretoria, May 28, 1900; and a Pretorian 
ID Card issued by the Red Cross. Finally, with an 8” x 13.25” Photograph of veterans 
of the war and political figures involved in it, including Balfour, Vivian, and Davies. Some 
minor waves from paste used in former mounting. All items with mounting traces, some 
with mounting strips on verso. Red Cross card is about good, all other items except as 
noted are VG. (photo - page 204) 
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Davis, Jefferson American politician (1808-88); only president of the Confederate States 
of America; earlier, Secretary of War under Franklin Pierce. Interesting Autograph Letter 
Signed “Jeffer: Davis” while US Senator from Mississippi, 1-1/3 pages, 8vo, New York, 
October 19, 1858. He writes to Bradbury—undoubtedly his friend and colleague, former 
Senator James Ware Bradbury—that, “When I reached Portland and delivered Mrs. 
Bradbury’s kind message to Mrs. Davis it was decided that we would go to Augusta before 
leaving Maine, but our little boy became ill and soon as he was well enough to travel we 
hastened to reach a warmer climate...Tell Charlie that I am now near the scene of the 
Burdell murder, but not |sic| seen the wax works. I am still at fault as to who committed 
the foul deed...” Lightly age-toned. Some stiffness at folds, with some interior separation 
at hinge fold intersections, otherwise VG. In January 1857, Dr. Henry Burdell, a physi- 
cian with a shady personal life, had been strangled and stabbed fifteen times at his home 
office in lower Manhattan.

Machinist Charles Kayser per- 
formed research for Edison toward the development of his early motion picture cameras,

To State 
Comptroller J.C. Wright in Albany, he pens, “I herewith enclose a certificate of sale to 
myself, dated Nov. 19th 1848 of ‘Outer lot 69 - 311 ft. West of Louisiana St. 25 x 151 ft. 
North side of Elk Street, City of Buffalo’ {not present| and if I am entitled to it, will 
thank you to send me a deed. I own the land which 1s unoccupied and merely wish the deed 
to protect my title against unforeseen contingencies.” Pin holes at top, small red stain near 
bottom of page far from text, otherwise VG. Fillmore had himself served as comptroller 
before being tapped for the Whig vice-presidential nomination, largely to prevent the can- 
didacy of New York political boss Thurlow Weed. 


Garfield, James A. Twentieth President of the United States (1831-81, served March- 
September 1881); nominated as a dark horse during a bitter contest between the “half- 
breeds” who supported reform and the “stalwarts” who sought a third (nonconsecutive ) 
term for US Grant; assassinated by deranged office seeker Charles Guiteau; earlier, a 
Union general, a college professor and president, and a US Congressman from Ohio. 
Good election content Autograph Letter Signed as Republican presidential nominee, | 
page, 8vo, Mentor, Ohio, August 28, 1880. To Ashtabula County Auditor W.H. Crowell 
of Jefferson, OH, he pens, “I have thought tt best not to make recommendations at pre- 
sent but I am to see the President next week when he comes to Olio and will talk with him 
in reference to Will. I shall ask him to give a favorable consideration of the case.” VG. 
Crowell would gain an appointment in the Treasury Department. Presumably, “Will” was 
a relative or protege, perhaps his son. In the late 19th century, new presidents had to con- 
tend with a seemingly endless stream of office seekers calling in favors, relying on old 
friendships, or pressed by party leaders and rivals. Garfield is the only president for whom

Vice President under John Adams; first US Secretary of State; made the Louisiana 
Purchase from Napoleon, doubling the nation’s size; principal author of the Declaration 
of Independence and one of its Signers. His Signature “Th: Jefferson” as President, on a 
1.75” x 6.75” vellum sheet clipped from a document, December 1807. Due primarily to 
Jefferson’s narrow quill, the signature is a bit light, byt otherwise VG.

Johnson, Lyndon B Thirty-sixth President of the United States (1908-73, served 1963- 
69); took office upon the assassination of John F. Kennedy; previously, a leader in the US

Representative from Texas’s LOth District, 1/3 page, 4to, on stationery imprinted 

“Lyndon Johnson / For Congress,” Austin, TX, Apri 20, 1937. Just ten days after win- 
ning a special election to replace the late James P. aetanany Johnson writes from Seton 
Hospital, where he had emergency treatment for appendicitis, to well-wisher Peggy Soule 
of the Veterans Administration in San Antonio, “Today is my first chance to write any 
personal letters since I came to the hospital. My minding goes on steadily. In a day or two 
I ought to be able to leave,...and by the end of next week I expect to be on my way to 
Washington.” With matching typed envelope. Age-toned, otherwise VG. Before reaching 
Washington, Johnson would meet President Franklin D. Roosevelt, who came to Texas 
in early May for vacation.

Lincoln, Abraham Brief but desirable Manuscript Letter Signed “A. Lincoln” as 
President-elect, 1/3 page, 4to, Springfield, January 4, 1861. To F. Stockwell he sends his 
autograph. Body in the hand of John G. Nicolay, who had been hired as a secretary and 
would continue in that capacity for the rest of Lincoln’s life. Mounting traces at corners 
on verso, partial split of top fold repaired on verso with paper, light paste stains at lower 
left, otherwise VG. Previously little known on the national stage, when Lincoln was sur 
prisingly chosen as the Republican candidate in 1860, he became an instant celebrity.

[Lincoln]: Stephen A. Douglas American politician (1813-61); US Senator and US 
Representative from Illinois; framed the Kansas-Nebraska bill and was the foremost pro- 
ponent of “popular sovereignty” regarding slavery; the bill led to violence that presaged 
the Civil War; his series of debates with Abraham Lincoln while contending for the Senate 
brought the latter to national attention.

As attorney for the 
plaintiffin the case “Casey for the use of Abbott vs. Thompson,” he intorms the court that,

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Lindbergh, Charles A. : North to the Orient! American aviator (1902-74); gained 
international fame with his 1927 solo transatlantic flight; the kidnapping of his infant son 
in 1932 was known as the “crime of the century”; opposed US involvement in World War 
II until the attack on Pearl Harbor; later, an early environmental activist. A unique group 
of items concerning his trip with wife Anne Morrow Lindbergh to Japan by way of 
Canada and Siberia.

California; ‘scandal overshadowed his policies, and he was nearly impeached for his 
involvement in the Watergate break-in; he instead resigned, becoming the only US 
President to do so. A pair of great content Typewritten Letters Signed “Dick Nixon” 
and “Richard Nixon,” respectively, both as Vice President, 4to, on his official stationery, 
September 15 and October 10, 1955. Writing Mrs. C ieeace Stover of Claremont, CA, 
he first sends his condolences on “Clary’s passing...I want to take this opportunity to 
express, on behalf of Mrs. Nixon and myself, our deepest sympathy...Clary was a true and 
loyal friend and I shall always be grateful for his able assistance on many occasions.” The 
second letter is in response to Mrs. Stover’s own expression of support at a difficult time: 
“Your heartwarming message has indeed been a constant source of strength, and it will 
continue to be so in the days ahead as we carry out the wishes of the President and join the 
nation in prayers for his complete and speedy recovery.” Both with staple holes at upper 
left, some wear at top edges, very light toning, otherwise VG. President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower had suffered a major heart attack on September 24. Vice President Nixon 
would run the administration in his stead for the next seven weeks until Eisenhower had 
made a sufficient recovery. Though the heart attack was reported to the public, it was not 
made clear at the time how severe it was, and how close Richard Nixon had come to 
inheriting the presidency in 1955. Clarence Stover owned a construction company that

“Grover Cleveland / July 31 1894”. A large 16mo card engraved with an image of the 
White House, with men, women, children, and carriages on the street before it. With

Here we see attempts, from both the head of the 
Mexican government and the top general in the field, to respond to the inefficiency, cor- 
ruption, and confusion that would ultimately force Iturbide’s abdication - at Santa Anna’s 
insistence - in February 1823. October Santa Anna document with some blotting of sig- 
nature, all documents with light edge wear and some age-toning, otherwise all are VG.

Binding holes at left (easily matted out) and some uneven toning 
at top, otherwise VG. Henry Stimson would hold two offices that Taft had held: 
Secretary of War and Governor of the Philippines; later he would serve as Secretary of

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Theater: Michael Redgrave and Family Acclaimed English actor and producer (1908- 
85); known best for his theatrical work, he was also popular in films, where his daughters 
Lynn and Vanessa Redgrave, and Vanessa’s daughters Natasha and Joely Richardson all 
made their mark. A wealth of correspondence comprising 9 Autograph Letters Signed, 
46 TLS, an ANS and two DS, variously, “Michael Redgrave,” “Michael,” “Mike,” and 
“M.R.” brief to 2 pp, 12mo postcard through 4to, most on his imprinted stationery, var- 
ious places (mostly London), 1948-73. All are to New York entertainment lawyer Arnold 
Weissberger. Many great content letters in which Redgrave critiques his own stage, film, 
and radio work. He mentions such works as The Father, A Month in the Country, Macbeth, 
A Woman in Love, The Astonished Heart, Hamlet, Henry IV, The Tempest, Horatio 
Hornblower, Juliana, Antony and Cleopatra, Loneliness of the Long Distance Runner, 
Hedda Gabler, My Fair Lady, Out of Bounds, La Boheme, Charles Dickens of London, 
Gaugin, and many others. He observes in 1949 that “a great advantage that we have in 
London as compared with New York - that we can put on plays which obviously have a 
limited appeal and expect to get our costs back in a few weeks...” After his New York debut 
the previous year in the role of Macbeth, he reflects, “I think that my next appearance 
in New York ought to be in something which ts very specially ‘mine? ‘Macbeth’ was a bold 
thing to do...Even ones friends could hardly call it anything better than a near-miss and 
like all misses it was as good as a mile...” With a Christmas Card Signed “With all our 
love also / Rachel & Michael,” all in his hand, with a cover illustration of Redgrave as 
Richard II. With six Telegrams signed in type by Redgrave, 1962-67, concerning travel, 
theater tickets, etc. C ‘omplementing Redgrave’ S correspondence are several ALS various- 
ly by his wife “Rachel” Kempson [4], his son and biographer “Corin,” his daughter 
“Lynn” [3] and Lynn’s husband “John” Clark. All are to Weissberger, demonstrating his 
close ties to the entire family. In her final letter to Weissberger, Kempson sounds him out 
about selling the family’s London home, explaining that “with Mike’s wretched 
‘Parkinsons’ we can no longer afford 2 homes...Mike is very unhappy about this inside 
but says very little.” Generally VG. An outstanding archive deserving additional research

equipping in His Mayesty’s Dominions of Vessels for Warlike Purposes...” without a 
license from the monarch. With Victoria’s wax and paper seal, an embossed one pound, 
ten shillings revenue stamp, and a dated “London / 11-12-60” handstamp along left 
edge of first page. Bound with a forest green ribbon at left. Fold split in blank covering 
page repaired with cellophane tape which has left a dark stain. Edge wear, soiling 
throughout, otherwise VG. Russia had long looked to the west, especially England, for 
its shipbuilding expertise, ever since Peter the Great had visited in the late 17th century.

poems, dated 1895, and with not a word of comment or explanation by him, of how it 
originated?” According to stories surrounding the poem, it was discovered at a Virginia 
inn, signed with the initials “E.A.P.” Wallace asks whether “that story of the young man 
passing the night at an Inn at Chesterfield, near Richmond, part of the HOAX invent- 
ed by Riley? The date of Poe’s DEATH being 1849 - that of Riley’s BIRTH - leaves such 
a large margin...that if there is any truth in the Chesterfield story Riley could not have 
been the first author...”

His copy of a 
bond, reading in large part, “I George Washington, of the County of Fairfax &

last Will and testament of Harrison Manley deceased, in the just and full sum of Eight 
hundred and fifty two pounds currt. money of Virginia to be paid unto the said William 
Triplett...his certain attorney, his Ex’rs. Adm’rs. or assigns...Whereas the above named 
William Triplett @ Margaret Sanford surviving qualified Ex’r. & Executrix of the said 
Will, hath judged it for the benefit of the said Children that the Lands on which the said 
Manley lived containing by Deed 142 acres, be the same more or less, should be sold. And 
the said George Washington having become the purchaser at the price of Three pounds per 
every acre. Now, the Condition of the above & obligation is that if the above bound 
George Washington his heirs, Ex’r. or Adm’r. or either of them that well & truly pay, or 
cause to be paid unto the said William Triplett...or to any other person or persons legally 
authorized by him...or by Law, to demand and receive the same or any part thereof. The 
sum of Four hundred & twenty-six pounds Curr. money of Virginia in Specie at the 
accustomed dates at which the same shall pass...then the above obligation to be void, oth- 
erwise to remain in full force power & virtue.” Docketed in Washington’s hand on lower 
third of second page. With several interlineations and corrections in Washington’s hand. 
Folds reinforced with rice paper on second page, with three small strips at left edge of first 
page. These, as often happens, have browned more than the original paper. Otherwise 
G/VG. Manley had been Washington’s neighbor to the west. The land surrounding on 
three sides the tract named in this document had already been added to Mount Vernon. 
By purchasing nearly twenty large and small plots from his neighbors and their heirs, 
Washington would more than triple the size of his family estate between 1754 and 1786. 
The last parcel, to the immediate west of Manley’s land, was owned by a Mrs. French, and 


was purchased, also through Triplett, a month after this purchase. An important piece of 


the history of Mount Vernon. Just days before this transaction, a convention was con- 
cluded in Annapolis at which it was decided that the old Articles of Confederation need- 
ed serious revision. In the spring of 1787 delegates would meet in Philadelphia to under- 
take the task with Washington as the convention’s president; the Articles were scrapped 
entirely, and the United States Constitution framed to replace them.

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1450 Wright, Orville, and Others Pioneer American aviator and inventor (1871-1948); in 
1903, he and his brother Wilbur made the first successful flight in a motor-powered air- 
plane.

Thompson...by his generous 
financial support, sympathetic advice and the unstinted devotion of his time...greatly 
facilitated” the training of American pilots before and soon after the United States 
entered World War I, “Donors desire to express In some appropriate and lasting manner C ms 
their deep and abiding affection” by creating the Lewis S. Thompson Speed Trophy, to ZL 
be awarded “for breaking the world’s maximum speed record for aeroplanes...” Blue cover 
worn at edges, but document itself is VG.
